Manpower Development Train- 
ing Act, the first such program 
to be conducted in Cass county. 


The program focuses on the 


nation's prime social and eco- 
nomic problems, the training of 
unskilled, low income workers 
and providing marketable skills 
for minority groups. 


Currently 20 students are in 


a 24-week program that will 
qualify them as production ma- 
chine operators. This skill was 
denlified by the Cass County 
Michigan Employment Security 
.Commission office as one of the 
critical needs in the county's 
employment priorities. 


A unique feature of the pro- 


gram, which is federally fund- 
ed, is that the workers, while 
in training, will receive pay suf- 
ficient to meet their living ex- 
penses during the training pe- 
riod. 


Prime movers in securing the 


program for SMC were Carl 
Benedix, manager of Dowagiac 
MESC office, Francis Hiscoek, 
dean of the SMC school of ap- 
plied science, and Wesley Mu- 
ther, director of the continuing 
education department. 


The Manpower 
Development 


Program supplies new skills to 
those who are either unskilled 
or who have skills not currently 
in demand. 


This is a beginning in meeting 


the needs of a critical transition 
period in which more than 50 
per cent of the working force 
will require new skills supplant- 
ing previous skills in the em- 
ployment picture. 


"This 
means 
retraining of 


some of those who have skills 
that are rapidly becoming ob- 
solescent," said Wesley Muth.

Dowagiac Citizens Will Decide

troversial issue of whether Dowagiac will build a new library 
as they vote on two propositions at the general primarv 
election Tuesday. 


Voters will first say whether an ordinance which re/on«i 


the potential library site (on Division and Green streets) 
should be rescinded. 


On a second issue, voters must vote whether or not to 


allow the Dowagiac Building authority to issue $225,000 in 
bonds to help finance the new library. 


Opponents of the issues claim the old library is suitable 


and opposed the proposed new site for the library. 


Mayor James Burkn, favoring passage of both issues said 


it would cost more to remodel the old library than to build 


a new structure. 


He added thai architects and contractor* have drawn a 


clear picture of the old library, saying the building is bursting 
at the seams with sagging beams joints and window frames 


IMS ironic, but cvon (hose who oppose construction of a 


new facility agree that the old library docs, not meet the 
needs of Dowagiac residents," Burke said 


The proposed structure would cost about'$345,000 A federal 


grant has been approved for the city that would contribute 
$131,000 to that cost. 


The new facility would house a library, meeting room for 


civic groups, an area for the deaf and handicapped and an 
area for elder citizens.
